5.3.2 The proposed solution is to prepare a non-immunosuppressive analogue to 
Cyclosporin A, since it was found that immunosuppression is not required for hair 
growth stimulation. 

5.3.3 Document D1 is the closest prior art since it relates to the problem of reducing 
hair loss by using a cyclosporin which can be applied topically without producing 
severe side effects (see D1 column 2 lines 19-62). The proposed solution is to 
use cyclosporin A (see D1 claim 2). There is no mention in D1 of using a 
cyclosporin which is non-immunosuppressive. The subject-matter of claim 10 
involves an inventive step.
